While Out on a Foraging Ex­ 
pedition In Cuba Are 
Mortally Wounded. 


MANY LIVES ARE LOST 


Tho 
Building Crowded 
With 


Women Viewing St. Pat­ 
rick’s Day Parade. 


FOHTY OR MORE INJURED 


Terror-Stricken Women Jump 
From the Fifth and 
Sixth Stories,

New York, March 18.—Flames which 
originated from the igniting of a lace 
curtain burst forth from the second floor 
of the Windsor hotel, at Forty-seventh 
street and Fifth atrenne, late yesterday 
afternoon, Just as the St. Patrick's day 
parade wm passing the building, and in 
a few momenta they had leaped up to 
the roof and enveloped both fronts of 
the hotel. 
Ten minutes later the flames 
were roaring through the interior of tho 
hotel, and all escape by mean* of stair­ 
ways and elevators was cut off. 
There 
wa* the wildest scene of excitement 
within and without the building. 
Hun­ 
dreds of guests aud employes were in 
the hotel when the fire broke out, and 
for many of them escape with safety 
was impossible. 
Probably from IO to 15 
lives were lost within a half hour, and 
RO or 40 porsous were injured in jump­ 
ing from windows and 
in rushing 
through the roaring flames in the corri­ 
dors and on the stairways. 
Many who 
were injured died later at nearby resi­ 
dences and at hospitals, and others who 
made wild leaps to the stone sidewalk 
weir so badly injured that they are still 
hovering between life and death.

will be hours before the complete list of 
fatalities becomes known.

It is alleged that 
he rectified some whisky by adding 
water, brown sugar and sugar sirup to 
it. 
The formula required three gallons 
and one quart of whisky, and when he 
was through he would have five gallons.

INCENDIARIES 


Cause the Destruction of a Business 
Block and Postoffice at Patoka. 
Patoka, Iud,, March 18.—This place 
suffered the most disastrous fire in its 
history yesterday. The trouble was due 
to incendiarism. 
It was the fourth big 
fire within three months. 
An entire 
business block was burned, with the ex­ 
ception of one dry goods store. 
The en­ 
tire loss aggregates #15,000, with only 
about #1,000 insurance. /Owing to ex­ 
cessive rates but little insurance was 
carried. 
The heaviest lowers are W. P. 
Casey, dry goods; W. H. Collins aud 
Samuel Burns, saloonkeepers, and Henry 
Stedman, druggist. 
The postoffice was 
burned, but the mails were saved.

The flames could not be checked, and 
in two hours from the time the fire 
broke out the entire structure was in 
ruins and the streets on threo sides of 
the building were filled with debris from 
fallen walls and chimneys. 
8|>octacuIar Scene. 
Tho fire was the most spectacular that 
could be imagined. When it broke out 
Fifth avenue was crowded with people 
watching the St. Patrick’s day parade, 
and every window in the front of the 
hotel facing Fifth avenue was fill oil with 
spectators. 
In addition to the regular guests of 
the hotel the windows were crowded by 
a large number of spectators, residents 
of this city, who hail congregated there 
to witness the parade. 
Soon after the first alarm was given 
people in the lower floors of the hotel, 
those who had easy access to tho street 
commenced to pour out of the building 
in groat numbers, but it soon became 
apparent that a great majority of the 
occupants of the hotel were either panic 
stricken or unable to make their way to 
toe ground floor. Windows were thrown 
upon every side of the building and 
guests, mostly women, in all stages of 
terror made their appearance and ut­ 
tered frantic appeals far assistance to 
the crowd below. Presently some of 
them stood upon tim narrow window 
sills aud beckoned to the spectators that 
they were about to leap. Men collected 
upon the sidewalks ready to render any 
assistance they could, and iu the mean 
time some of the women left the win 
dewfalls and dropped to the streets. 
In the most instances the efforts to 
catch them and break their awful fall 
were unavailing, for they struck the 
sidewalk, and in most cases broken 
limbs were the result! 
As soon as toe 
firemen got their scaling ladders Into 
position they climbed the sides of the 
building and entered at every window 
where there was an unfortunate guest 
appealing for assistance, and many oases 
of heroic rescue were witnessed. 
At the corner of Forty-seventh street 
and Fifth avenue, directly across from 
the hotel, Is the home of Miss Helen 
Gould, aud at her direction many of the 
Injured were carried there aad were 
treated by physicians and nurses whom 
she had sent for. 
Ambulances forced 
their way through the crowds as quickly 
as possible and the injured people who 
mad** the frightful leaps from the hotel 
windows were placed in them and re­ 
moved to the hospitals. Several oocu 
pants of -toe hotel appeared at the win 
dows of the sixth and seventh stories 
aud even on the roof and leaped to the 
streets from those points. 
Very few of 
them escaped either instant death or in­ 
juries which resulted in their death a 
short time later. 
A w ful C rash. 
In the meantime the entire building 
was being enveloped in flames, which 
shot out from every window aud formed 
a picture which struck terror to all those 
who were witnessing it. Within 45 
minutes after the fire broke out the walls 
on the Fifth avenue side fell with an 
awful crash. 
This weakened the walls 
of the Forty-sixth and Forty-seventh 
streets sides, and they followed a mo­ 
ment later. When the walls fell the 
bricks and mortar aud twisted girders 
and corrugated iron filled the street* on 
three sides of the hoteL 
The doors step and iron fences in 
front of the houses on the opposite side 
of tile street from the hotel were wrecked 
by the falling wails, aud the amount of 
debris piled in the streets was so great 
that travel will be impeded for several 
days. 
Firemen continued to play streams 
upon the flames and also upon all the 
adjoining buildings, 
including Miss 
Gould’s residence, which seemed in im­ 
minent danger of catching fire, but the 
flames were brought under oontrol bo 
fore they could roach any. 
A few minutes ofter the fire broke out. 
A handsome woman appeared at the 
■window of a room on the fourth floor. 
She held qpt her arms to the crowd be­ 
low. 
Then she raised her hands as if 
in supplication, and in a moment she 
climbed to the window aud leaped. She 
turned about like a top and struck the 
iron railing in front of tho hotel. Her 
body seemed to bo impaled there, but it 
fell off and into the aroa way. She was 
dead. The woman was identified as 
Mrs. Amelia Paddock, of Irvington. 
N. Y. 
Mrs. McKinley and her daughter. 
Helen McKinley, wife and daughter of 
Abner 
McKinley, wore entertaining 
Mrs. John Sherwood, the author. 
All 
of them got out, assisted by two men, 
but they do not know how. The women 
became separated, but finally met at the 
Manhattan Hotel, whore there was a 
joyful reunion of the family. They lost 
everything except the clothes they wore. 
The Windsor Hotel was seveu stories 
high and almost square in form; had a 
frontage of 200 feet, on Fifth avenue, 
and occupied the entire block between 
East Forty-sixth and 
Forty-seventh 
streets. 
The front centre of the build­ 
ing was eight stories in height. 
It also 
had two wings, each seven stories in 
height aud 75 feet in leugth. 
There 
were more than 500 rooms in tho hotel. 
The building was chiefly of brick and 
was architecturally simple. 
It was 
thoroughly equipped for fighting lire, 
aud had pumps equal in force to six of 
the most powerful fire engines in the 
city. 
It cost about about three-quarters 
of a million dollars to build. 
President and Mrs.;McKinley always 
stopped at the Windsor, aud celebrities 
of all kinds were its guests. 
Mr. Leland, the proprietor of the hotel, 
took charge of the Windsor shortly 
after the close of the world’s fair in Chi 
cage.

NOT LEGALLY EFFECTIYE 


Until Ratifications Arc Exchanged* 
Believed M. Cambon Will Have tho 
Honor of Acting For Spain On that 
Occasion—Effect On the Volunteer 
Troop*. 


Washington, March 18.—Official news 
of the signing of the treaty of peace by 
the queen regent of Spain did not reach 
the department of state until after the 
close of office hours for the day, when 
M. Cambon, the French ambassador, 
callet!, and, in the absence of Secretary 
Hay, communicated the fact to Assist­ 
ant Secretary Hill. 
The signing of the 
treaty makes it possible to exchange the 
ratifications, and thus complete 
the 
treaty within the tim** set by the treaty 
itself as the maximum. 
The protocol was signed Aug. 13 last 
at the whit*i hon>e by th** president and 
Ambassador Cambon. Dec. IO the treaty 
was signed at Paris by the commission­ 
ers. Feb. 6 it was ratified by the United 
States senate, after a m**morable strug- 
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partalent yesterday to discuss a cable

It seems now probable that to the am­ 
bassador will be confided the honor of 
closing the task which he set about 
seven mouths ago, of bringing two great 
nations then at war to a state of peace. 
Usually the rule is for a nation situated 
as is Spain to send a special envoy 
charged with the duty of exchanging 
the ratifications. 
In thix case, the wish 
of the United States government will be 
consulted, and there is little doubt, in 
view of the kindly regard entertained 
for the ambassador by the president, 
that he will elect to have M. Cambon 
act for the last time as the representa­ 
tive of the Spanish government, and 
make the exchange. 
The signing of tho treaty cannot in 
any manner affect the >rutus of the 
Spanish prisoner* in the hands of Ag­ 
uinaldo, for the United States govern­ 
ment is doing all that it can to secure 
their release. 
Still, it is apprehended 
that the Spanish government, being able 
to address itself directly to the United 
States government so soon as the ratifi­ 
cations are exchanged, will not neglect 
to press the matter upon the attention 
of the state department, aud perhaps 
will solicit authority to resume direct 
negotiations with the insurgents look­ 
ing to the relief of the prisoners. The 
hop*1 is out. trained, however, that It may 
be unnoc* ssary to decline the request, 
for by that date tho insurrection may 
have been quelled, If tho Squish gov- 
ernmvDt should insist, how* ver, some 
disagreeable questions may be raised, 
involving the formal recognition of the 
insurgents by Spain, in which case, per­ 
haps, it might claim tho right to deal 
directly with Aguinaldo.

New York, March 18.—-Flamo* which 
originated from the igniting of a lace 
curtain barat forth from th* Herond floe® 
of tho Windsor hotel, at Forty-seventh 
street and Fifth avenue, late yesterday 
afternoon, Just as the S i Patrick’* day 
parade was passing the building, and in 
a few moment* they had leaped up to 
the roof and enveloped both front* of 
th* hotel. 
Ten minute* later th,' flames 
were roaring through the Interior of th© 
hotel, and all escape by means of stair­ 
way* and elevator* wa* cut off. 
There 
wa* the wildest torn© of excitement 
within and without the building. 
Hun­ 
dred* of guests and employes ware in 
the hotel when the Are broke out, and 
for many of them escape with safety 
wa* impossible. 
Probably from IO to 15 
Hr** were lout within a half hoar, and 
80 or 40 persons wore injured in Jump­ 
ing from window* and

through the roaring flame* in the corri­ 
dors and on the stairway a 
Many who 
were Injured died later at nearby nisi.

made wild leap* to the stone sidewalk 
were so badly Injured that they are still 
hovering between life and death.

The flames could not bo checked, and 
in two hour* from the time tho fire 
broke out tho entire structure wa* in 
ruin* and the streets on throe sidoa of 
the building were filled with debris from 
fallen walls and chimneys. 
Kl><*ctAdular Scene. 
Tho fire wa* the moat spectacular that 
could bo imagined. 
Whoa it broke out 
Fifth arenae was crowd rd with people 
watching the St. Patrick’s day parade, 
and every window in tho front of tho 
hotel facing Fifth avenue was Allod with 
spectators. 
In addition to th© regular guest* of 
the hotel the windows were crowded by 
a large number of spectators, residents 
of thl* city, who had congregate there 
to witness the parade. 
Soon after the first alarm was given 
people in the lower flows of the hotel 
tho** who had easy acr oss to tho street 
commenced to pour out of tho building 
in great numbers, but it soon became 
apparent that a groat majority of tho 
occupants of the hotel were either panic 
stricken or unable to make their way to 
the ground floor. Window* were thrown 
upon every side of the building and 
guests, mostly women, in all stage* of 
terror made their appearance and ut 
tem! frantic appeals for assistance to 
the crowd below. 
Presently some of 
thorn stood upon the narrow window 
mils aud beckoned to the spec tators that 
they wen- about to leap. 
Men collected 
upon the sidewalk* ready to render any 
assistance they could, aud in the mean 
fame s. me of the women left the win­ 
dowsills and dropped to the street*. 
In the most instance* the effort* to 
catch til* rn and break their awful fall 
were unavailing, for they struck the 
sidewalk, aud in most oases broken 
limbs were the result! 
Am soon a# the 
firemen got their scaling ladders into 
position they climbed the sido* of the 
building aud enter*-I at every window 
where there wa* an unfortunate guest 
app aling for assistance, aud many oases 
of heroic rescue were witnessed. 
At the corner of Forty-seventh street 
and Fifth avenue, directly across from 
the hotel, I* the home of Miss Helen 
Gould, aud at her direction many of the 
injured were carried th* re and were 
treated bv physicians and nurses whom 
she ha*! sent for. 
Ambulances forced 
their way through the crowds a* quickly 
as possible and the injured people who 
made the frightful leaps from the hotel 
window* wen- placed in them and re­ 
moved to the hospitals. 
Several oocu 
pant# of the hotel appeared at the win 
dows of the sixth and seventh stories 
and even on the roof and leaped to tho 
street* from those points. 
Very few of 
them escaped either instant death cg in

Awful Crash. 
In the meantime the entire building 
was being enveloped in flames, which 
shot out from every window aud formed 
a picture which struck terror to all those 
who were witnessing it. 
Within 4.5 
minutes after the fin* bruke out the walls 
un the Fifth avenue side fell with an 
awful crash. 
This weakened the walls 
of the Forty-sixth and Forty-seventh 
streets sides, and they followed a mo­ 
ment later. 
When the walls fell the 
bricks and mortar aud twisted girders 
aud corrugated iron filled tho street* on 
three sides of the hofceL 
The doors “da p and iron fences in 
front of the houses on the opposite ride 
of the street from the hot*4 w**r© wro^'ked 
by the failing walls, aud the amount of 
debris piled in the streets was so great 
that travel will be impeded for several 
days. 
Firemen continued 
u 
od joining buildings, 
including Miss 
Gould’s residence, which seemed in im­ 
minent danger of catching fire, but the 
flames were brought under oontrol be­ 
fore they could roach any. 
A few minutes after the fire broke out. 
A handsome woman appeared at the 
window of a room on the fourth floor 
She held qpt her arms to the crowd be 
low. 
Then she raised her hands a* 
in supplication, aud in a momont she 
climbed to tho window and leaped. She 
turned about like a top and struck the 
iron railing in front of tho hotel. 
Her 
body seemed to bo impaled there, but it 
fell off and into the area way. 
She was 
dead. 
Tho woman was identified 
Mrs. Amelia Paddock, of Irvington 
N. Y. 
Mrs. McKinley and her daughter, 
Helen McKinley, wife and daughter of 
Abner 
McKinley, were entertaining 
Mrs. John Sherwood, the author. 
All 
of thorn got out, assisted by two men 
but they do not, know how. The women 
became separated, but finally met at the 
Manhattan Hotel, where there was 
joyfnl reunion of tho family. They lost 
everything except tho clothes they wore 
The Windsor Hotel was seven stories 
high aud almost square in form; had a 
frontage of 200 feet on Fifth avenue, 
aud occupied the entire block between 
East Forty-sixth aud 
Forty-seventh 
streets. 
The front centre of the build­ 
ing was eight stories in height. 
It also 
had two wings, each seven stories in 
height aud 75 feet in length. 
Then 
wore more than 500 rooms in tho hotel. 
The building was ohieriy of brick and 
was architecturally simple. 
It was 
thoroughly equipped for fighting fire, 
and had pumps equal iu force to six of 
the most powerful fire engines in the 
city. 
It cost about about three-quarters 
of a million dollars to build. 
President and Mrs.;McKinley always 
stopped at the Windsor, aud celebrities 
of all kinds were its guests. 
Mr. Leland, the proprietor of the hotel, 
took charge of the Windsor shortly 
after the close of the world’s fair in Chi 
oago. 
There was #800,000 insurance on the 
building aud $76,000 on the contents. 
Elbridge T. Gerry is the principal owner 
of tho hotel property.

It seems now probable that to the am­ 
bassador will be confided the honor of 
closing the task which he set about 
seven months ago, of bringing two great 
nations then at war to a state of peace. 
Usually the rule is for a nation situated 
as is Spain to send a special envoy 
charged with the duty of exchanging 
the ratifications. 
In this case, the wish 
of the United States government will be 
consulted, aud there is little doubt, in 
view of the kindly regard entertained 
for the ambassador by the president, 
that be will elect to have M. Cambon 
act for the last time as the representa­ 
tive of the Spanish government, and 
make the exchange. 
The signing of the treaty cannot in 
any manner affect the status of the 
Spanish prisoners in the hands of Ag­ 
uinaldo, for the United States govern­ 
ment is doing all that it can to secure 
their release. 
Still, it is apprehended 
that the Spanish government, being able 
to address itself directly to the United 
States government so soon a*, the ratifi­ 
cations are exchanged, will not neglect 
to press the matter upon the attention 
of the state department, and perhaps 
will solicit authority to resume direct 
negotiations with the insurgents look­ 
ing to the relief of the prisoners. 
The 
hope is entertained, however, that it may 
be unnecessary to decline the request, 
for by that date the insurrection may 
have been quelled. 
If tho Spanish gov­ 
ernment should insist, however, some 
disagreeable questions may bo raised, 
Involving the formal recognition of the 
insurgents by Sj)aiu, in Which ea-e, per­ 
haps, it might claim tho right to deal 
directly with Aguinaldo. 
Effect on Volunteer Troops. 
Contrary to the 
expectation 
thai 
seemed to have obtained in some quar­ 
ters, the signature of .the treaty doe** 
not involve the immediate discharge of 
all the volunteer soldiers. 
It was stated 
positively at the state 
legally the treaty does not go into effect. 
until tho ratifications have been ex-1 
changed, and it will flirtie r be neces­ 
sary for the president to proclaim it be­ 
fore the people of the United States, in­ 
cluding the soldiers, can know official'y 
the war is over. 
In all other respects, 
however, the state department will treat 
the war vs at an end. 
It is believed here that the new Span­
